Determine the size of the area to be treated.

Determine the time required to apply 0.125-0.25 inches per acre of water over the entire area to be
treated when the system and injection equipment are operated at normal pressures as recommended by
the equipment manufacturer. When applying AQUILA XL SC through irrigation equipment use the
lowest 8obtainable water volume while maintaining uniform distribution. Run the system at 80-95% of
the manufacturer's rated capacity.

Using water, determine the injection pump output when operated at normal line pressure.

When applying AQUILA XL SC through irrigation equipment use the lowest obtainable water
volume while maintaining uniform distribution.

Determine the amount of AQUILA XL SC required to treat the area covered by the irrigation system.
Add the required amount of AQUILA XL SC into the same quantity of water used to calibrate the
injection period.

Operate the system at the same pressure and time interval established during the calibration.

Stop injection equipment after treatment is completed. Continue to operate the system until the
AQUILA XL SC solution has cleared the last sprinkler head.

Specific Instructions for Public Water Systems

Public water system means a system for the provision to the public of piped water for human
consumption if such system has at least 15 service connections or regularly serves an average of at least
25 individuals daily at least 60 days out of the year.

. Chemigation systems connected to public water systems must contain a functional, reduced-pressure

zone (RPZ), back-flow preventer or the functional equivalent in the water supply line upstream from the
point of pesticide introduction. As an option to the RPZ, the water from the public water system should
be discharged into a reservoir tank prior to pesticide introduction.
